SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled Gangrape.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the computer image file promotes and supports the 
exploitation of children and young persons for sexual purposes, and promotes and 
supports the use of violence and coercion to compel any person to submit to sexual 
conduct. 

The computer image file shows four near-naked men holding down a naked girl, who 
appears to be between 12 and 14 years old, with one of the men holding his hand 
between her buttocks. The girl appears to be screaming. The image and the title give 
a strong impression that the men are forcing the girl to submit to sexual conduct. The 
sexual nature of the violent conduct, in combination with the girl's youthfulness, 
indicate that she is being sexually exploited. There are no cues in the computer image 
file to counter the impressions of a sexually titillating focus on the rape and sexual 
exploitation of a child or young person. The format of the computer image file is such 
that it can be very easily copied and made available to other people, for instance, via 
the Internet.
